Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 

The rejection of Claims 1-3, 6, 8-1 1, 13, 14, 17-221, 25-30, 32-34, 41, 
45-60, 63, 65, 67, 68, 70, 71, 75, 76, 78-80, and 87 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as 
anticipated by Tanzer et al, U.S. Patent 6,429,350, is respectfully traversed. 

The Examiner says that because the Tanzer et al. Patent discloses 
spraying an adhesive over the pocketed layer material, the super absorbent material 
would be sprayed with adhesive and thus be bonded to the fibers. To clarify the 
claimed invention, Applicants amended independent Claims 1 ahd 57 to recite the 
superabsorbent material is bonded via a crosslinker to the surge m aterial fibers. The 
Tanzer et al. Patent does not disclose or suggest crosslinking a superabsorbent 
material precursor to a surge material to bond the superabsorbent material to the 
fibers. Thus the Tanzer et al. Patent does not disclose or suggest Applicants' recited 
superabsorbent material bonded via a crosslinker to the surge material fibers. 
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As the Tanzer et al. Patent does not disclose a supcrabsorbent material 
bonded via a crosslinker to a surge material in a discrete region, as in Applicants' 
claimed invention, the Tanzer et al Patent does not anticipate Claims 1 and 57, The 
remaining claims depend from one of Claims 1 and 57, and are tAus patentable for at 
least the same reasons discussed above.
